The man who was sometimes called 
the Mussolini of Japan, because of, 
his determined methods and the fact 
he once held three cabinet portfolios 
died under circum- 
stances that recalled to many here the 
career of Warren G. Harding. The 
country has been excited for days over 
revelations of official corruption ‘which 
promise to make the Tanaka premier- 
ship a dark chapter in the litical 
history of Japan. There has been no 
hint that the baron himself benefited 
and it is generally admitted that the 
courageous and simple-hearted soldier 
was betrayed by subordinates, 

Heart Weak Several Years. 

Baron Tanaka had known that his 
health was precarious because of heart 
weakness for several years. He had 
given up smoking and in other ways 
took strict care of himself physically 
but his stubborn fighting spirit made 
him retain the premiership long after 
the ordinary politician would have 
submitted to the general clamor for a 
change in governments. It was only 
last July 2 that hé resigned with his 
cabinet, 

Recently he also had faced a strong 
demand for his retiremnt as president 
of the seiyukai party. This he re- 
sisted stubbornly and only yesterday 
issued a fiery statement to the press 
announcing his determination to stick 
and defying his enemies. He had 
shown no signs of illness when he 
retired last night but he died within 
an hour after the heart attack.

From being an occasional and ordi-

When the national 
authorities began to license and super- 
vise all forms of the traffic those en- 
gaged in it quite naturally organized 
to safeguard their interests and to 
influence government in their favor. 

Even as early as 1874, Peter 
Deuster, a brewer-congressman from 
Wisconsin, introduced a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to prohibit “tho. 
United States or any state’ from pre- 
venting the manufacture and’ sale of 
anything made from the natural prod- 
ucts of the country.

The Prohibition We ‘Wanted. 

When, after 38 years of agitation 
and education,. from the introduction 
of the Blair resolution in 1876, the 
temperance-prohibition forces of the 
nation got the Hobson resolution out 
upon the floor of the house of con- 
gress for action, all the dry allies— 
Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, Anti-Saloon League, and scores 
of lesser bodies, all backed by a for- 
midable majority of the churches, the 
proposal was a simple and plain one. 

The Hobson amendment was to prv- 
hibit “the manufacture for sale, the 
sale, the transportation for sale and 
the importation for sale, of intoxicat- 
ing liquors for beverage purposes.” 

Instantly the wet leaders in the 
house, such as Bob Henry, democrat 
from Texas, and Jim Mann, republi- 
can from Chicago in Illinois, jumped 
upon the Hobson proposal with both 
feet. They kicked the stuffing out of 
it and defeated it upon the charge 
that it was “not prohibition”’—that it 
was the destruction of a licensed and 
regulated liquor condition in favor of 
“free liquor’ to everyone who chose 
to make his own, or to have it made 
for him, or to import it, for his own 
use and “not for sale.” 

It was strictly an anti-commerce 
act that was proposed, but the wei 
majority in congress killed it on the 
plea that it was not a moral temper- 
ance proposition. |

The Prohibition We Have Got. 

The incontestable truth is, that the 
friends in congress, of the liquor traf- 
tic forced the prohibitionists to pre- 
sent and support the eighteenth 
amendment in its present constitu- 
tional form. 

The. prohibitionists rejoiced with 
great joy that “John Barleycorn is 
dead!” and the liquor people thought, 
in, their sullen way, the same thing 
and started to obey the law. 

But they soon sensed that the pro- 
hibition .could not be nationally en- 
forced without methods and money 
that the people generally would not 
allow, and that in many states local 
enforcement would be refused. 

They were correct in both judg- 
ments. The national authorities have 
not satisfactorily enforced the Vol- 
stead national prohibition act and 
never will, for very obvious reasons. 

There are not three states in the 
Union in which the state forces, inde- 
pendent of the national laws, are try- 
ing honestly and successfully to en- 
force their own voluntarily made prv- 
hibition laws. 

* The consequence is almost universal! 
bootlegging, moonshining, home-brew- 
ing, and scarcely undiminished drunk- 
enness and social defiance of the laws. 

The only remedy for the present 
miserable conditions that I can see 
ahead is a gradual return of the peo- 
ple to a sense of state responsibility 
and duty. Until we get that sense in 
Georgia we will have no substantial 
and satisfying prohibition.

(Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


COFFEE, TEA AND COCOA ARE 
HEALTH BEVERAGES WHEN 
PROPERLY USED. 

A reader asks whether it is all right 
for a person to take three cups of 
coffee, tea or cocoa with each of the 
three meals, or whether one should 
limit the use of these beverages to 
breakfast and take milk or water with 
the other two meals. 

A rugged adult, doing actual man- 
ual labor, especially outdoor work in 
cold weather, may take three or more 
cupfuls of coffee, tea or cocoa with 
each meal and also at bedtime .with 
impunity. A sedentary adult or one 
who does only light indoor work had 
better make a more moderate use of 
‘such stimulants. 

Right here let me emphasize that 
tea, coffee and cocoa are really stim- 
ulants, and that no alcoholis beverage 
or liquor is a stimulant in the true 
sense of the word. So-called alcoholic 
“stimulants” are in reality narcotics 
and depressants from first to last. 
Coffee, tea and cocoa act as true 
stimulants to the heart, the nervous 
system and the kidneys. Of the three, 
coffee is most stimulating to the 
cerebrum—coffee is notorious for 
keeping folks awake if they indulge in 
it late at night; cocoa is most stim- 
ulating to the kidneys—cocoa is al- 
most as notorious for increasing the 
quantity of the kidney excretion and 
causing or aggravating such troubles 
as bed wetting in children. Tea oc- 
cupies a position midway between cof- 
fee and cocoa, being a moderate stim- 
ulant of the brain, the heart and the 
kidneys. 

A cup of coffeé properly brewed— 
which I believe means cooked in a pot 
but not boiled—by the way, when you 
can sniff the pleasant aroma of cof- 
fee on the air you may know the 
coffee is being ruined, for that aroma 
should be left in the pot—and any 
cook who resents this may serve some- 
thing else instead of the tannin infu- 
sion for my breakfast—a cup of good 
coffee contains a fair medicinal dose 
of caffeine, from one to two grains, 
which, when administered medicinally, 
increases the: rate and force of the 
heart beat also the blood pressure, in- 
creases the depth and rapidity of 
thought, and increases the excretion 
of the kidney. 

The remarkable thing about the 
stimulation produced by caffeine, or by 
theine (the analogous principle in tea) 
or by theobromine (the principle in 
chocolate or cocoa) is that there seems 
to be no appreciable after depression 
or let down, such as we have to count 
on when giving ordinary stimulants. 
For this reason, these beverages are a 
wonderful boon to man. With them 
you may refresh the weary spirit and 
Af necessary whip up the tired body 
with comparative safety. I do not 
mean that there is no harm in abus- 
ing these God-given health beverages. 
I am speaking of proper uses. 

In my judgment neither tea, nor 
coffee, nor cocoa nog chocolate is a 
wholesome beverage for a child under 
16 years of age. I consider the prac- 
tice of serving cocoa to young school 
children a serious mistake in any cir- 
cumstances and I believe no compe- 
tent medical or health authority up- 
holds the practice, however popular 
it may be with Lady Bountiful in 
c>mmunities where the school children 
are provided with a free lunch or a 
cheap one. Children require no stim- 
ulation, and are likely to be harmed 


y it. 

On the other hand, the propaganda 
conducted by certain interests. to 
scage folks off their coffee is absurd 
and has the support of no good med- 
ical or health authorities—it seems 
to appeal rather to freak healers and 
their. wiseacres customers.

CHIGAGO HAS ‘BEST’ 
GANGS, AUTHOR FINDS 


Chicago, September 29.—(United 
News.)—There are gangsters and 
gangsters, but Chicago still rates first 
in the United States for up-and- 
Coming gangs while New York limps 
in a bad second with gangs that are 
“senile,” in the opinion of Fredric M. 
Thrasher, expert on gang life. 

“But that isn’t anything for Chicago 
to brag about,” said Thrasher, noted 
sociologist and author of “The 
Gang,” a book which created a sen- 
sation with its description of 1,300 
separate Chicago gangs last year. 
“The reason for Chicago having bet- 
ter and more powerful gangs than 
New York simply is that there is no 
comparison between the morale of the 
New York and Chicago police. 

“New York police actually are effi- 
cient enforcers of law and order.” 

Thrasher, who came to Chicago to- 
day to attend a congress of the Re 
ligious Education Society, said his 
respect for the police force of the 
immaculate Grover Whalen in New 
York was based on a survey there 
on gang life he is making for New 
York university. : 

“New York gangs are an entirely 
different proposition from Chicago 
gangs,” he said... “A few years ago 
when they were at their maturity, 
New York gangs were as powerful as 
they are jn Chicago. There was a 
maximum of organization and a mini- 
mum of violence. Today. the New 
York gangs are in a state of senility. 

Leaders Dead. 

“Kew of the great leaders are still 
living. Most of the rest have retired 
and are big business men in legitimate 
fields. 

“Take Paul Kelly for instance. He 
wat one of the hardest of the lot 
and his word was law. Today he’s a 


real estate man selling subdivisions 
and is entirely on the level. Other 
gang leaders have been bumped off by 
the police .or other gangsters.” 

Greenwich ° Village, New York's 
haven for struggling artists. sketchy 
tea rooms and the like, said Thrasher, 
also is the last stronghold in the 
metropolis for gangsters. 

“The hoodlums and bootleggers own 
the village,” he said. “The artists 
are too poor to own anything.” 

Thrasher said that he lived in the 
village himself to gather information 
on the gangsters who congregated in 
its narrow streets and that the man 
to whom he paid rent for his apart- 
ment was one of the “outstanding 
bootleggers in that part of the city.”

Washington, September 29.—Sena 
tor Sackett, “of Kentucky, arguing ir 
behalf of President Hoover’s ples 
about the flexible provision of the 
tariff, reveals a judgment about the 
tariff bill as a whole which is held 
by many senators in both parties but 
usually ignored. : 

Senator Sackett said that he would 
rather have no tariff revision at all 
than have tariff revision with the 
flexible provision left out. This wa 
not rhetoric. It was a plain state- 
ment of a position sincerely believed 
in and shared by many perfectly sut 
stantial persons in both houses. Th 
number of persons who feel this wa 
is so large that no tariff revision at 
all is one of the possibilities of thi 
session. 

In the case of Senator Sackett 
what he meant was that the existing 
tariff law passed in 1922 contains a 
flexible provision which is imperfect 
but nevertheless is flexible. Senato 
Sackett would sooner see this la 
remain in effect than see a new la 
enacted with no flexible provision. 
_In this particular case, the alterna 
tive deplored by Senator Sackett will 
probably not arise. Some kind o 
flexible provision will pretty surely be 
incorporated into this bill. The ques- 
tion is what kind of flexible . pro- 
vision. More narrowly, the question 
ig whether the tariff commission shall 
report its recommendations for chang 
to the president, as the republicans 
wish, or to congress, as the democrats 
wish. The democrats quickly aban 
doned any notion of having no flexible 
provision whatever and no tariff com- 
mission. Indeed, it is a misunde 
Standing to assume that the demo- 
crats generally ever took that posi 
tion. It is true their first gesture 
was to “strike out” the flexible pr 
vision from the pending bill. That 
however, was merely a parliamentary 
preliminary to moving to substitute 
their own kind of flexible provision. 

Democratic Position. 

The real democratic position is that 
there should be a flexible provision, 
but that final action in the direction 
of flexibility should” be taken away 
from the White House, where it now 
is, and given to congress. The demo- 
crats, in the final form in which they 
Stated their position, made the best 
possible case for the principle they 
contend for. 

However, as respects other aspects 
of the pending bill, there are many 
senators and members belonging to 
both parties who would rather have 
no tariff revision at all than have 
the pending bill passed. To say the 
Same thing in different words, they 
would sooner see the old tariff of 1922) 
remain in force than see a new law 
which. fails to include some detail 
which they -desire.

WORLD TRADE TOTAL 
SET AT 33 BILLION 


Commerce Department Gives 
Data on Exports and’ 
Imports. 


Washington, September  — 
(United News.)—The peoples of the 
earth spent nearly $33,000,000,000 in 
trade with one another during 1928, 
the commerce department revealed 


today. 

Total exports were estimated by the 
department at $32,994,000,000, and 
imports, including ocean ftransporta- 
tion charges, at $35,041,000,000. In 
this trade the United States partici- 
pated by exporting goods worth 
$5,128,000,000 and importing merchan- 
dise valued at $4,091,000,000. This 
country’s favorable balance of trade 
was $37, 000, 000. 

The department's estimate was 
based on statistics furnished by 102 
countries, conducting 95 per cent of 
the world’s business. 

World trade last year continued an 
ascent in value begun in 1921 and 
uninterrupted since except for a brief 
time in 1926 during the British coa 
strike. Had not commodity prices 
dropped during the last few years, the 
volume of trade, expressed in dollars, 
would have been even greater, the 
department said.

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OVER NAVAL PARLEY 


Signs of Uneasiness Con- 
cerning Sub Question 
Apparent. 


Paris, September 29.—(United 
News.)—French nervousness in fre- 
gard to the forthcoming five-power 
naval conference for limitation of 


arms became more apparent tonight 
as the Quai D’Orsay awaited the ex- 
pected British foreign office communi- 
que calling the powers together, prob- 
ably in January. 

Naval experts here have shown con- 
siderable uncertainty in connection 
with the question of reduction of sub- 
marine strength. It is considered cer- 
tain that the proposed five-power con- 
ference will find the position of 
France, as well as. that of Italy, a 


delicate one to co-ordinate with other 
reduction plans. 9 

With Great Britain and the United 
States virtually at an accord on limi- 
tation and with Japan believed likely 
to fall in line easily, the question of 
satisfying France and Italy remains 
outstanding with Italy claiming equal- 
ity with France and France appar- 
ently unwilling to grant it in all 
classes. 

The French attitude of doubt on 
the submarine* question is best un- 
derstood when it is remembered that 
France has the most powerful fleet 
of submersibles in the world on the 
score of tonnage. The total tonnage 
for all classes in 94,000 as compared 
to 90,000 tons for America, 75,000 
tons for Japan, 68,000 tons for Brit- 
ain and 40,000 tons for Italy. 

France also has 14 submarines un- 
der construction which will give her 
hn total of 73 underwater boats against 
67 for Japan, 55 for the United States, 
51 for England and 34 for Italy at 
present, 

In heavier war vessels France is 
far behind other big powers with only 
13 cruisers of 10,000 tons and under 
compared to 65 for Britain, 32 for 
Japan and 18 for the United States. 
France has not constructed a capital 
ship since the war and only one big 


vessel—the aircraft carrier Bearn— 
has been built. : 

It is said here that if the forthcom- 
ing conference attempts to restrict 
submarines, it will striké the most 
deadly blow to France’s naval policy,

American I. G. Chemical 5 1-2s, 
which made a spectaeular rise during 
the mid-summer period eased off to 
their lowest quotation in several 
weeks. International Telephone 4 1-2s, 
another of the summer's high fliers, 
dropped well below 200, while Awer- 
ican Telephone 4 1-2s, still the mar- 
ket leaders, fluctuated widely. 

New lows were numerous through- 
out the table of quotations. Specu- 
lative industrials suffered most se- 
verely, although the utility mortgages 
of second grade did not fare much 
better. Investment rails and United 
States government’ securities were 
able to muster only feeble resistance. 

New bond offerings of the week 
totaled $25,373,000 compared with 
the previous week's volume of $39,- 
065.000 and with $69,417,000 in the 
corresponding 1928 interval. Utility 
obligations accounted for $20,200,000 
of the total. Two of the three issues 
floated in this group had conversion 
features.
